Cape Breton soldier 
faces court martial 

manslaughter A Nova Scotia sol¬ 
dier will be court-martialled for 
his role in the March 2007 death 
of Cpl. Ronald Kevin Megeney of 
Stellarton. 

Yesterday, the Department of 
National Defence announced it 
will prosecute Cpl. Matthew 
Wilcox of Glace Bay for 
manslaughter, criminal 
negligence causing death, and 
negligently performing a 
military duty. 

Wilcox is a reservist with the 
2nd Batallion Nova Scotia High¬ 
landers. His uncle, John Wilcox, 
declined comment on the fami¬ 
ly’s behalf. 

No date has been set yet for the 
court martial, which will be held 
in Sydney. Manslaughter carries a 
potential life term in prison. 

Megeney, 25, was shot in his 
Kandahar Airfield tent March 7, 
2007. At the time, the military 
called it an accidental shooting. 
Megeney’s family had no 
comment yesterday, but in Octo¬ 
ber, his parents, Karen and Dex¬ 
ter, said they felt badly for 
Wilcox’s family.

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Yesterday, for the third time in 
six months, the Peninsula

— much to residents' dismay. 

Most of the residents had al¬ 
ready driven to work or parked 
elsewhere when the flood at the 
Barrington Street apartment 
building began at about 9 a.m. 
Three vehicles were towed out 
of the shin-deep brown water 
because their owners couldn’t 
be reached. 

Tamer Khalil, who has lived in 
Peninsula Place for 3Vi years, is 
still fighting his insurance com¬ 
pany for the loss of a $130,000 
convertible BMW after a Janu¬ 
ary flood. 


Meanwhile, he’s still stuck 
paying the car lease and 
shelling out for a rental car. 
Luckily, he parked across the 
street Sunday night. 

“I thought this was already 
fixed, but every time it rains 
there’s always a flood,” Khalil 
said. 

Insurance companies are still 
sorting out who’s to blame for 
two floods in January and Febru¬ 
ary that destroyed more than 50 
cars. 

Tenants point to the city’s 
nearby Harbour Solutions 
pumping station. They say hur¬ 


ricane Juan was the cause of the 
only flood before the station 
opened. 

Khalil said the city should 
have closed the pumping sta¬ 
tion until it sorted out the prob¬ 
lem. 

Universal Properties, which 
manages the building, is paying 
for towing and has paid for 
cleaning in the past. The city 
paid for yesterday’s cleanup as a 
“goodwill gesture,” spokesman 
James Campbell said. 

City workers stacked sand¬ 
bags around the garage and 
were on hand overnight in case 


of another flood. 

He said the contractor and the 
city are trying to figure out if 
the flooding is related to the 
pumping station. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane, who was on hand dur¬ 
ing the flood yesterday, said the 
issue should be resolved by now. 

“We have to make sure this 
doesn’t happen again,” she said. 

Mayor Peter Kelly says the 
problem is complex and it’s not 
easy to pinpoint whether it’s a 
design, construction or opera¬ 
tional flaw. 

He said city engineers are dis¬ 
cussing the matter with Halifax 
Water, Dexter Construction, 
which built the pumping sta¬ 
tion, and wastewater treatment 
builders Degremont this after¬ 
noon.

Outrageous prices for 
Elton John tickets might 
seem illegal, but they’re 
not. 

Deborah Bayer, spokes¬ 
woman with Service Nova 
Scotia, said this province is 
one of many which doesn’t 
have an anti-scalping law. 

In fact, only Ontario, Al¬ 
berta and Manitoba have 
made it illegal and have 
their own problems trying 
to enforce it. 

“We will continue to 
monitor it,” Bayer said. 

“But at this point, there 
really isn’t a need for legis¬ 
lation because it happens 


so infrequently.” 

Big concerts such as El¬ 
ton John, which create 
such a demand for tickets, 
are rare, she said. 

Tickets that sold from 
$99.50 and $149.50 plus 
services charges are selling 
for at least double that on¬ 
line. 

Tony Cushman, 22, buys 
and sells tickets, but not 
for Elton John. 

“I can see how people 
would think there’s some-

thing wrong with it, but I 
guess, in a way, it’s no dif¬ 
ferent than how most 
things work in this society 
where things are in hot de¬ 
mand and they sell it for 
more money,” Cushman 
said.

Cushman recently 
got burned on some Spice 
Girls tickets in Toronto, so 
he didn’t try to get any 
tickets for John’s two con¬ 
certs.

Province's oldest escalators shut down after lengthy service at Stanfield airport

This pair of retiring co¬ 
workers never complained 
about the ups and downs 
of the job (groan). 

The oldest escalators in 
the province retired from 
duty yesterday, after a cal¬ 
culated 35 million revolu¬ 
tions. 

They’re the central esca¬ 
lators in the Halifax 
Robert L. Stanfield Inter¬ 
national Airport, and 
they’ll be dismantled be¬ 
cause of a multi-million 
dollar face lift. 

They were there when 
the airport first opened in 
July 1960, and they were 
turned off yesterday. 

“There was no ceremo¬ 
ny,” joked airport spokes¬ 
man Peter 
Spurway. 

“There 

were no can¬ 
dlelight vigils 
or anything.” 

But the es¬ 
calators were 
extremely re¬ 
liable 

through the 
decades and

Airport spokesman 
PeterSpurway 


were only shut off sporadi¬ 
cally for maintenance. 
They will be replaced with 
new, better designed esca¬ 


lators. 

Still, Spurway said they 
are a piece of history and 
he tried to save them. 

“We contacted the Muse¬ 
um of Industry in Stellar- 
ton to see if they would be 
interested, but they’ve tak¬ 
en a pass.” 

Still, there might be a 
place for them — at least a 
part — in the airport. 

“I asked to have a half 
dozen of the treads kept,” 
Spurway said. 

“I don’t know what 
we’re going to do with 
them, but it just seems to 
me that we shouldn’t just 
throw the whole thing 
away.” 

There might be room for 
them in a display celebrat¬ 
ing the 50th anniversary of 
the airport in 2010. Staff 
_are consider¬ 
ing creating a 
larger area in 
the observa¬ 
tion deck to 
capture more 
of the air¬ 
port’s histo¬ 
ry- 

“It would 
be a neat arti¬ 
fact to have, a 
couple of these treads that 
literally millions of people 
stood on over the years,” 
Spurway said.

weather Prepare to get 
wet. Post-tropical storm 
Cristobal is expected to 
drop anywhere from 50 to 
100 millimetres of rain on 
the province over the next 
day-and-a-half. 

“If you get 100 mm over 
a shorter period of time, it 
could cause some localized 
flooding,” said Bob Ro- 
bichaud with Environment 
Canada’s storm prediction 
centre. 

Cristobal formed off the 
coast of the Eastern U.S. 
and is heading for the 
southern part of the pro¬ 
vince, Cape Breton and 
then on to Newfoundland. 

But it won’t be anything 
like post-tropical storm 
Noel that hit the province 
last fall, Robichaud said. 

Winds and driving rains 
from the November storm 
caused wave surges and 
flooding that tore apart 
residential and provincial 
infrastructure such as Con¬ 
rads Road in Hubbards. Re¬ 
construction of the road 
was just completed about a 
month and a half ago. 

Cristobal won’t bring 
winds anywhere near that 
strength, but Environment 
Canada is issuing rainfall 
warnings for the south¬ 
western part of the pro¬ 
vince.

Hope floats for sharks 

New mating ground good news for dwindling species

The discovery of a new 
breeding ground for por¬ 
beagle sharks off the coast 
of Nova Scotia means the 
dwindling species will 
have a chance to recover. 

The population has de¬ 
creased to about a tenth of 
its size since commercial 
fishing of the shark began 
in 1961, said Steve Cam- 
pana, a marine biologist at 
the Bedford Institute of 
Oceanography. 

“To find out there’s a sec¬ 
ond mating ground for this 
population means it’s got a 
far more reproductive po¬ 
tential than we had 
thought before,” Campana 
said. 

The institute confirmed 
the breeding ground on 
Georges Bank earlier this 
month after several of the 
sharks had been caught by 
commercial draggers. 

Campana said it’s unusu¬ 
al for the sharks to be 
caught in the slow draggers 
because they’re one of the 
faster fishes in the ocean. 

Through research, they 
determined there were 
many large females congre¬ 
gating in the area without 
any accompanying males.

where they give birth has 
been virtually unknown, 
he said. 

The quota for the popu¬ 
lation, which sits at about 
190,000 in waters off Cana¬ 
da, is currently 185 tonnes, 
down from about 1,500 
tonnes in the 1990s. 

Patrick Gray, president 
of the Atlantic Shark Asso¬ 
ciation, said the group will 
recommend the area be 
closed to shark fishing 
while the population re¬ 
builds itself. 

“We’d never want to be 
the group that would anni¬ 
hilate the stock,” he said. 

The flesh of the porbea¬ 
gle shark is regularly eaten 
in the United States and 
Gray said most of the stock 
is shipped south. 

He said the discovery of 
the breeding ground has 
been “an eye opener for 
everyone” and is good 
news for the health of the 
population.

Number of youth 
behind bars drops 

Programs to help kids lower sentencing figures: Police

Youth jail cells in Nova 
Scotia are roomier these 
days. 

A study conducted by 
Statistics Canada shows a 
significant drop in the 
number of young people in 
sentenced custody. It com¬ 
pares two time periods: 
2001-02 and 2005-06 — be¬ 
fore and after the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act. 

It proves fewer kids are 
heading to jail, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean a 
drop in youth crime, said

The YCJA was designed 
to divert minor cases away 
from the court system and 
to where community 
members supervise offend¬ 
ers. 

In 2001-02, there were 
317 youths in sentenced 
custody. That dropped to 
less than half — 146 — in 
2005-06. 


There were also fewer 
kids held in pre-trial deten¬ 
tion: 388 as compared to 
227. And the trend is the 
same across the country 
where there were 63 per 
cent fewer 12 to 17-year- 
olds placed in custody. 

“The act works very well 
for the majority of youth 
who come into conflict 
with the law,” Carr said. 

But not all. 


“In HRM, there seems 
there were a very small 
portion of incorrigible 
youth that were commit¬ 
ting crime after crime after 
crime, and weren’t being 
held in pretrial custody.” 

HRP, along with others, 
lobbied to make changes 
to the YCJA, he said, and 
they are being addressed. 

Carla Grant with the 
provincial Department of 
Justice said yesterday’s cus¬ 
tody report was no sur¬ 
prise at all. 

“With the YCJA it was ex¬ 
pected the number of 
youth in custody would de¬ 
crease,” she said.

Ottawa supporters say per¬ 
mitting small pets on pub¬ 
lic transit will not turn 
buses into mobile zoos, but 
allergists say it could feel 
that way for some people. 

While a small percent¬ 
age of people have animal 
allergies, allergist Dr. 
David Algom said those 
who do stand to be affect¬ 
ed if OC Transpo allows 
pets on transit. 

“The whole compart¬ 
ment is closed and if peo¬ 
ple are allergic to small an¬ 
imals they may develop 
anything from sneezing, 
running noise, itchy eyes 
and up to hives and even 
bronchial asthma,” said Dr. 
Algom, a practicing aller¬ 
gist in Ottawa for 30 years. 

A committee has ap¬ 
proved a plan for a six- 
month trial period to allow 
pet owners to bring small 
animals in crates onto the 
bus during off-peak hours. 

Criticism for the plan 
concerns people who may 
have allergic reactions to 
animals. 

But Candice O’Connell, 
chair of the group Respon¬ 
sible Dog Owners of Cana¬ 


da that is proposing the 
idea, downplays the risk, 
noting guide dogs are al¬ 
ready allowed on buses 
and that has not threat¬ 
ened safety. 

“We’ve got probably 55 
per cent of riders already 
that are carrying (animal) 
dander (on their clothes) 
and there is no problem,” 
she said. 

“It’s not going to be an 
invasion of the transit sys¬ 


tem,” added O’Connell. 
“It’ll be the odd little old 
lady with her cat, going to 
the vet.” 

Another city allergist, 
Dr. Antony Ham Pong, said 
there is potential for some¬ 
one to be hospitalized by a 
reaction, but questioned if 
an “average” allergic per¬ 
son would be exposed long 
enough to suffer a severe 
reaction. 

“It’s not that the cat is 


living on the bus and the 
concentration of animal 
dander on the bus is very 
high,” he said. 

The larger threat would 
be to an allergic driver, 
who may have to tolerate 
many animals daily. 

Transit should consider 
designating ‘pet seating’ so 
people with allergies could 
know that animals might 
be present and sit far 
enough away, he said.

You are privatiz¬ 
ing it,” said Michigan 
lawyer James Olson, of an 
agreement among eight 8 
Great Lakes states now be¬ 
fore the U.S. Congress and 
linked to Ontario and Que¬ 
bec through a side agree¬ 
ment. 


Olson also criticizes al¬ 
lowing water to be re¬ 
moved from the system by 
private industry as long as 
it’s not “bulk diversion” — 
with no limit on the num¬ 
ber of containers an enter¬ 
prise, such as water bot¬ 
tling, can sell. 

That means an impor¬ 


tant legal precedent has 
been set giving water a 
“product” exemption from 
the diversion ban on Great 
Lakes water at the heart of 
the deal. It is a product to 
be exploited for private 
gain, and not to be recog¬ 
nized as a public trust.

“I called and woke up 
my whole family,” said 
Sarajevo resident Fadil Bi- 
co, as cars streamed

The laws of investment 
dictate: Money must seek a 
place that gives adequate 
returns. If money cannot 
be made in financial stocks 


then it will flow to technol¬ 
ogy, or it may move to real 
estate, or commodities, 
etc. Money must find a 
place and under your mat¬ 
tress is not an option. 

How investment returns 
are taxed depends on the 
nature of the return. Gen¬ 
erally, returns to investors 
make take the form of in¬ 
terest, dividends, capital 
gains, return of capital etc.

It took Tracy Cameron less 
than a week in a scull to 
decide rowing was going to 
take her to the Olympics. 

It didn’t matter that she 
was already 25 and had 
missed out on the key de¬ 
velopment years at the 
sport’s junior and under- 
23 levels. It didn’t matter 
that she had been com¬ 
pletely removed from 
competitive sport for 
more than six years. 

“The moment my hands 
touched the oars and I was 
on the water, it fit like a 
glove,” she recalls. “I 
thought, This is it. I’ve 
found my passion. I’ve 
found the sport I love, and 
I’m going for it.’ In my 
first week, I decided I was 
going to the Olympics.” 

Cameron wasn’t expect¬ 
ing a life-changing experi¬ 
ence when she wandered 
down to the Calgary Row¬ 
ing Club eight years ago. 
The Maritimer from 
Shubenacadie, N.S., grew 
up surrounded by water 
and “missed it desperate¬ 
ly” while studying her 
masters in science and 
sports medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary. 

“I saw all kinds of activi¬ 
ty on the water, but when 
I saw the rowers, it just in¬ 
trigued me,” she says. 

On little more than a 
whim, she enrolled in a 
learn-to-row program, and 
the rest is history. 
Cameron, now 33, is going 
to the Beijing Games and 
is a medal contender with 
partner Melanie Kolc of St. 


Catharines, Ont., in light¬ 
weight double. 

She didn’t become an 
athlete overnight, howev¬ 
er. Cameron played two 
seasons of university bas¬ 
ketball with the Acadia Ax- 
ewomen in Wolfville, N.S., 
in 1993 and 1994. 

But she did have a six- 
year pause from competi¬ 
tive sport before finding 
rowing. She says she “did a 


ton of snowboarding, 
mountain-bike racing and 
running races” during that 
time, but describes her in¬ 
volvement as “recreation¬ 
al.” 

“I’d been active and liv¬ 
ing an active lifestyle, so it 
was a pretty easy transfer,” 
she says. “I just had to 
learn the skill of rowing, 
but the fitness base was al¬ 
ready there.

heavyweight and I really 
didn’t belong in that cate¬ 
gory,” she says. “This is a 
more natural fit.”

Drugs on campus 

Fraternity bust sparks safety, prevention concerns 



Police recently seized $ 126,000 of drugs, including ketamine (the 
“date-rape” drug), from a Toronto fraternity house. Police say the 
amount of ketamine found was enough to spike 6,200 drini«.

Fraternity busted for 
$126,000 in drugs — it 
sounds like a bad 
Hollywood stereotype, but 
that’s just what happened 
when Toronto police 
seized one kilogram of ke¬ 
tamine (used as a date- 
rape drug) cocaine and 
mushrooms at the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon Alpha Phi 
house near the University 
of Toronto on June 27. 

What police found was 
enough ketamine to spike 
6,200 drinks. The drug is also 
used as a club drug, and ac¬ 
counts for about five per cent 
of drug use among young 
clubgoers, according to Ot¬ 
tawa's Canadian Centre on 
Substance Abuse. 

Graduate Wasseem Malleye 
and current student Yong 
Park were charged with sev¬ 
eral drug-related offences, in¬ 
cluding possessing drugs for 
the purpose of trafficking. 

Still, the news had some fe¬ 
male U of T students wonder¬ 
ing how safe their university 
really is. "Who knows if we go 
to an on-campus event or pub, 
you obviously have people 
from fraternities coming, and 
that would make me feel un¬ 
safe. God knows who would 
do what," said psychology stu¬ 
dent Nurin Jiwa. 

Communications student 
Terri-Ann Persad said the 
school has never educated her 
about the dangers of date-rape 
drugs, nor did it inform her of 
the bust. "The school should 
make that more public. 
They're responsible for the 
well-being of their students," 
she said. 


Prevention tips, education 
and crisis response officers are 
readily available through the 
school's health and counseling 
services, said school officials. 

Although most DKE mem¬ 
bers are enrolled at U of T, 
spokesperson Rob Steiner said 
administration can't control 
fraternities because they 
aren't recognized by the 
school. "Our jurisdiction only 
extends to stuff at the univer¬ 
sity or stuff that's academic. I 
don't think we have anything 
to do with this at all," Steiner 
said, adding that student 
codes of conduct don't apply 
to off-campus fraternities. 

Date-rape drugs are a com¬ 


munity safety concern, but 
there's no evidence of a larger 
drug ring operating on cam¬ 
pus, said Toronto police De¬ 
tective Sergeant Rob Johnson, 
who added that the bust is an 
"isolated" incident, perhaps 
the first campus-related bust 
in Canada. He said there's re¬ 
cently been a small spike in 
druggings in Toronto's Enter¬ 
tainment District, but they 
can be avoided by sticking 
with friends, watching your 
drinks and knowing where 
they came from. 

Malleye and Park say they 
didn't intend to use or sell the 
ketamine as a date-rape drug, 
which is also used recreation-

ally, Johnson said. However, 
his partner, detective sergeant 
Edigio Roseto, believes the 
quantities found tell a differ¬ 
ent story. "That much keta¬ 
mine is not for personal use 
— that is an amount suffi¬ 
cient for trafficking," he said, 
adding that recreational users 
can unintentionally be over¬ 
whelmed by the side effects of 
the drugs, and end up victim¬ 
ized while not fully conscious. 

Still, the negative publicity 
could have far-reaching ef¬ 
fects on U of T's Greek com¬ 
munity. One fraternity 
member, who declined to give 
his name or association, said 
this bust gives all fraternities 
a bad reputation and over¬ 
shadows the leukemia charity 
runs and fundraising 
spaghetti dinners his group 
organizes. "I don't think peo¬ 
ple have a good understand¬ 
ing about what fraternities 
are about," he said. "People 
don't even want to learn 
about it because of the stereo¬ 
types. They think it's just a 
bunch of guys who like to 
party."

IN ONE of the DVD extras for 
21 - a film "inspired by” the 
real-life story of six MIT 
students who won millions at 
Las Vegas blackjack tables - it 
takes a mere five minutes to 
detail the history of the game, 
basic strategy and even the 
students' method of counting 
cards, the legal but despised- 
by-casinos technique that 
gave them the edge to beat 
the house. 

It's too bad the makers of 21 
didn't see fit to squeeze these 
five minutes of context into 
the film itself. In any movie in¬ 
volving a heist or scam, the 


how-to offers the biggest 
thrills. Director Robert Luketic 
and writers Peter Steinfeld 
and Allan Loeb show us pieces 
of the card-counting method, 
but never put it all together. 

If they had, it could have 
helped slim down the tedious 
backstory in Boston involving 
meek math nerd Ben Camp¬ 
bell (a listless Jim Sturgess), 
which occupies the first 27 
minutes of the movie, before 
we get to the good stuff - or, 
at least, better stuff-in Vegas. 
There, the movie shows some 
signs of life, though it never 
achieves the excitement it as¬ 
pires to. Ben's transformation 
from math geek to high roller 
doesn't go far enough - what, 
no drugs, no hookers? This is 
Vegas, right? 

Kevin Spacey, as the two-faced 
MIT prof who runs the black¬ 
jack ring, burns at his usual in¬ 
tensity but can barely ignite a 
script that has all the dimen¬ 
sion of a pair of deuces. 

That the nastiness has been 
toned down for a PG-13 rating 
is fine. What isn't forgivable is 
the one thing this movie 
about a cabal of math genius¬ 
es lacks: brains.
